System and then throughout the coun- 
try. 


When the Pennsylvania state mil- 


itia refused to fire on the assembled 
strikers, national troops were called 
out to suppress the rioting. The loss 
to 
the 
Pennsylvania 
road 
alone 


amounted to $2,000,000, while Pitts- 
burg suffered a loss in business and 
property damage of $5,000,000, 


The strike, however, was unsuc- 


cessful and it died out a month after 
it had started. 


In 188S there was a strike of the

Quincy railroad, which soon ended in 
the creation jf a railroad board of 
arbitration. 


Pullman Strike 


The Pullman strike of 1894 began 


with a walkout on'May 11 of the Pull- 
man em-ployes when their wages were 
reduced an average of 25 per cent.
